HOT SPRINGS,' Ark. (AP) - 


The gaming devices confiscated 
in the State Police's raids on 
four private clubs here worth 
only about $20,000, according to 
a story in Sunday's edition of 
the Hot Springs Sentinel-Record. 


The article quotes an unidenti- 


fied source as saying that the 
gambling equipment confiscated 
was worth about $20,550—about 
one-third of the worth estimated 
by Lynn A. Davis, the new di- 
rector of the State Police. 


Davis had said the equipment 


was worth between $60,000 and 
$70,000.

is getting a refund check for 
approximately S2.000 because 
IRS 
officials are convinced 


she has not claimed alt deduc- 
tions to which she is entitled. 


And in this stranger-than- 


fiction case, the biggest prob- 
lem of the tax men has been 
convincing Miss Bolka to ac- 
cept the windfall. 


Miss Bolka and her brother, 


Rudy, both unmarried, pro- 
vided a home for their wid- 
owed mother. For the l a s t 
three years of her life Mrs. 
Julia Bolka required hospital 
care. The daughter paid all 
the medical expenses. 


Even when the medical care 


totaled $7,781.50 in 1965—more 
than her total income for the 
year—Miss Bolka did not com- 
plain. She used her savings to 
pay off the bills. 


On her income tax return 


for that year, she claimed 
none of the medical expenses 
and even refused to list her 
mother as a dependent. 


Hadn't her mother provided 


for her children during the 25 
years she had been a widow? 
To the daughter it was un- 
thinkable that now she should 
ever consider her mother as 
a dependent. 


Miss Bolka borrowed $200 


from Rudy in 1965 to pay her 
income tax. 


Mrs. Bolka died last Oct. 16 


at age 73. After deducting the 
Medicare benefits that had 
been paid, the daughter still 
paid $2,762 for medical care 
from her own funds 
When he made out her in- 


come tax return for last year, 
Rudy was successful in get- 
ting his sister to claim at least 
part of her mother's medical 
expenses. But she still refused 
to list her mother as a de* 
pendent. Miss Bolka received 
a slight refund for last year. 


About six weeks ago the 


brother telephoned the writer 
and inquired if s o m e t h i n g 
couldn't be done in his sister's 
behalf. 


Clifford W. Glotzbach, as- 


sistant director of I n t e r n a l 
Revenue, was contacted and 
took charge of the case. 


Re - examination of l a s t 


y e a r ' s return showed that 
Miss Bolka should get an ad- 
ditional $529 refund. 


Glotzbach then reopened the 


1965 and 1964 returns. 


For 1965 — the year t h e 


daughter paid out more than 
her salary for her mother's 
medical care—an $800 refund 
will be made. It would have 
been higher but r e v e n u e 
agents could give her only 
the maximum medical deduc- 
tion of $5,000 a g a i n s t the 
$7,781 paid. 


Reopening the 1964 return, 


agents credited Miss Bolka 
with the $1,801 in medical bills 
she had paid and n e v e r 
claimed. She will get a refund 
of about $500 for that year. 


For each year Miss Bolka, 


with some reluctance, per- 
mitted tax agents to list her 
mother as a dependent on her 
return. 


Because of the government's 


ban on disclosing information 
on income tax returns Glotz- 
bach could not confirm the 
figures given by the brother. 
He could only state that the 
records were being corrected. 


The daughter will have 6 


per cent interest added to her 
refund check as soon as all 
the records are corrected.

Firebombs 
Tossed in 
Baton Rouge

BATON ROUGE, La, (AP) ~ 


Roving Negro youths threw fire- 
bombs at buildings in a low- - 
rent, Negro neighborhood early 
today after rallies Sunday by 
the Ku Klux Klan and by 600 
Negroes who gathered on the.. 
Capitol steps. 


The Negro rally climaxed a 


106-mile 
civil rights 
march 


which brought out this state's- 
greatest display of force for ra- 
cial troubles. 


Fires broke out before mid-: 


night in the Eden Park neigh- 
borhood of low-rent Negro hous- 
ing. None were major and all • 
were soon brought under con-. 
trol. 


State troopers and city police 


cordoned off the area for about 
one hour, stopping cars and 
searching the occupants. Ten= 
Negroes and one white man., 
were arrested. 


Most of the firebombs fizzled.,. 
Fire fighting teams quickly. 


snuffed the eight fires which did', 
break out. They answered nine- 
false alarms. 


Miyor W. W. Dumas issued a 


plea that the 1,500 National 
Guardsmen who shielded the 
Klan and Negro gatherings be 
ordered back into the city. The: 
guard, mobilized by Gov. John 
McKelthen. had been released 
when it appeared the danger of 
conflict was over. 


"It's exactly the same pattern ' 


they had in Detroit," said Du-. 
mas. 


"I don't care what anybody, 


says, I think it was a planned 
deal. 


"I am amazed the Guardsmen 


left. I think it was all right to 
pull some out, but I don't think 
it was wise to send them all 
home." 


The mayor said, however, 


that,city police were less than 
three minutes behind every inci- 
dent reported. 


One white man was arrested 


and handcuffed. Officers said 
they found an M-16 semiauto- 
matic rifle, several pistols and 
eight or nine boxes of ammuni- 
tion in his car. 


Of the ten Negroes arrested— 


none identified — seven were 
booked with vagrancy, one with 
obscenity and disobeying police, 
one with carrying a concealed 
weapon and the other with dis- 
orderly conduct. 


At least four break-ins were 


reported to police, but there 
were no signs of looting.

Since he took the oath as presi- 
dent of then sleepy Ohio Uni- 
versity in Athens five yearn 
ago, businessmen and faculty 
have learned looks are decep 
live. 


To the delight of the state. 


Appalachia-poor Athens coun- 
ty and alumni, this 43-year- 
old business specialist took 
the tack of the farmer who 
whacked his mule on the 
head with a two-by-four to 
get his attention. 


Alden admits his strategy 


to vitalize the school has 
been to create a new image 
for the 163-year-old institu- 
tion. 


"Many major schools," he 


explained over a bloody Mary 
recently, "do a poor job of 
communicating what they are 
doing or getting across their 
needs to the public. The needs 
for funds must be made 
known to industry." 


Carrying the message of 


Ohio U. keeps President Al- 
den away from his wife and 
four children two days out of 
his seven-day work week. He 
travels more than 100,000 
miles a year. 


Despite this, he reflects the 


satisfaction with his demand- 
ing job, typical of the new 
breed 
of 
youthful 
college 


heads. Their duties call for 
skills in economics, public 
relations and advertising. If 
they have top academic cre- 
dentials too, that is a plus 
factor, but many new presi- 


dents do not have Ph.D.s, 
once mandatory for the tm 
to the top in higher education, 
one current university head 
doesn't have a bachelor's de- 
gree. 


Many job offers have come 
to Alden as a result of his 
success in bringing top men 
to the faculty, expanding the 
physical plant while keeping 
the student body from falling 
into the Impersonal mass that 
often d e v e l o p s in large 
schools. 


"I've had some good offers 
this year," he says in an un- 
derstatement. Sources close 
to Alden reveal these include 
salaries as high as $125,000 
with extensive stock options. 


When questioned about his 


future, Alden says he plans 
to stay in education. "I guess 
as a minister's son 1 am look- 
ing for something with a lit- 
tle more mission." 


He believes that he and 


others who feel this way are 
fortunate. "We don't have to 
take vows of poverty to stay 
in education today. We once 
had to go into business to suc- 
ceed in getting good people 
to be involved in the prob- 
lems of society." 


His feeling of wanting to do 


something more than increase 
his savings account brings 
him close to the thinking of 
the student body. 


This generation is tagged 


with the image of wanting to 
do something for someone. 
Yet student sitdowns or cam- 
pus rioting isn't the way they 
protest at Ohio U., Alden 
points out. 


He is proud of the approach 


the student body takes to 
problems. 


"There are many dialogues 


going on the Athens campus. 
The students complain ' but 
give constructive proposals. 
They know it is not enough 
to criticize without develop- 
ing a course of action." 


Alden estimates that the 


so-called activists who make 
numerous campuses look like 


hippy * heaven represent only 
two per cent of collegiate en- 
rollment. "Most of the Ohio 
U. students are goal-oriented 
and vocation-oriented. They 
don't have the time to stir up 
trouble." 


In his definition of what he 
considers the purpose of col- 
lege today. Alden says it is 
"to provide an atmosphere 
where the student is free to 
do what he wants to do and 
grow. This means room for 
the activist and non-activist." 


"Ohio U. students," he ex- 
plains, "don't isolate them- 
selves. I'm happy to see the 
involvement of students in 
what once was considered a 
nonstudent interest or ac- 
tivity."
